Claim 2 (Original): An electronic still camera according to claim 1 , wherein the predetermined 
image pickup mode is a mode of picking up images which constitute a combination of serial 
images. 

Claim 3 (Original); An electronic still camera according to claim 1, wherein the predetermined 
image pickup mode is a continuous shooting mode of continuously picking up images at a 
predetermined time interval. 

Claim 4 (Original): An electronic still camera according to claim 1 , wherein the predetermined 
image pickup mode is a panorama joining image pickup mode. 
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Claim 5 (Original): An electronic still camera according to claim 1, wherein the predetermined 
number of image files is a multiple of fifty. 

Claim 6 (Original): An electronic still camera according to claim 1 , wherein said control means 
stores image files each having an identification number in an image pickup order appended, 
irrespective of the selected image pickup mode and a location of the directory in which the image 
files are stored.

Claim 30 (Original); A storage medium according to claim 25, wherein said process further 
comprises storing image files each having an identification number in an image pickup order 
appended, irrespective of the selected image pickup mode and a location of the directory in 
which the image files are stored.
